REMARKABLE STATEMENT BY MURDERER’S 
Winow. i 


The Weekly Despatch published on 
November‘ 17 the following remarkable 
atatement, made by Mrs. Seddon; the 
widow of tho man Frederick Henry 
Seddon, who was fanged on April 18 of 
this year for the murder on September 
14, 1911, of ‘Miss Eliza Mary Barrow, 
his lodger, by poisoning her.
